3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record taken alone or in combination fails to anticipate or render obvious a power 
semiconductor device wherein there is a first base region and a second base region 
with a doping concentration of first conductivity type and is laterally confined in the 
semiconductor substrate to a region underneath the base contact area so that it partially 
overlaps with the channel region and the with first base region, and wherein the doping 
concentration of the second base region is higher that the doping concentration of the 
channel region along with all the other limitations of claim 6..
